All hot weather records for 
Edmonton were broken again 
yesterday when, on the second 
day of the summer’s first serious 


heat wave, the mercury register- | 
ed ninety-eight in the shade and | 


147 in the sun. 

Officials of the local meteoro- 
logical bureau last night said the 
indications are that the present 
hot spell wil! continue without 


change. 
No records have been produced 


which beat yesterday's temperature. 
While weather experts searched 
through their dusty files of past 
years dating into last century, pion- 
eer citizens declared such heat 
never has been experienced here 


before. 


Citizens Swelter 

In the sweltering streets 
city which has been fondiy 
the “Gateway to the Arctic,” per- 
spiring citizens could be seen minus 
most of their outer garments, head- 
ing for the ice cream parlors, the 
swimming pools, the bars, anywhere 
where they could obtain temporary 
respite from the torrid heat. 

As a direct result of the hese! =< 
pubic iecture on “Tuberculosis,” 
last night in MacDougall church, 
which was to have been delivered 
by Dr. G. A, Stewart, was cancelled. 

All records for\swimming crowds 
in the city were broken yesterday 
by the attendance of 1,551 bathers 
in the West End pool. The receipts 
amounted to $281.90. This 
largest attendance during any cne 
day since the first 
in the city. The previous record was 
made on Tuesday when i.402 per- 
sons entered the West End pool.
